E QUALITY OF INCOME 


If there is any one thing that needs to b e thor­ 
oughly understood in this country, in order to 
again b ring ab out more happiness, it is the great 
difficulty that results when people b eliev e in 
equality of income rather than equality of rights, 
equality of freedom and equality of lib erty. When 
people b eliev e in practicing equality of rights and 
lib erty, there is inv ariab ly great prosperity and 
happiness among the people as a whole. 
When, howev er, they b eliev e in equality of in­ 
come, or laws that will approach equality of in­ 
come, there inv ariab ly is stagnation, decadence 
and gi cat pov erty, and misery, and little prosper­ 
ity. Our country for 125 years, prior to 1913, a t­ 
tempted to practice equality of rights and equal­ 
ity of freedom. Since that time, we hav e passed 
sev eral laws w ith the idea of encouraging equality 
of income at the expense of equality of rights. 
And there cannot b e equality of freedom and 
equality of rights, when the gov ernment does 
things that some of the people do not w ant done. 
When people b eliev e in practicing equality of 
rights, the gov ernment, of necessity, has to b e a 
v eiy limited gov ernment.

support g ov ernment ownership of 
the railroads and the larg e industrial 
units, but they v iolently oppose so­ 
cialization of the small economic en­ 
terprise. The g reat problem of those 
who are leading the socialist mov e­ 
ment, here and elsewhere, has been 
;o undermine the resistance of small 
business. 
Apparently a method has been 
found for doing , in this country , what 
has commonly been reg arded as the 
most difficult part of the socialist’s 
job. It is a new ty pe of g ov ernment 
bank, to be established to aid the 
small business man. That the result 
will be the kind of aid which the 
pseudo-g randmother planned to g iv e 
to Little Red Riding Hood is appar­ 
ent, althoug h the v ictims are unable, 
as y et, to penetrate the disg uise of 
the spectacles, despite the sharp fang s 
behind the smile. The projlct was 
broached last spring and put into bill 
form. It was rev iv ed recently by the 
Chairman of the Securities and Ex - 
;hang e Commission, and the Smaller 
Business Association of New York, 
New J ersey and Connecticut is re­ 
ported to hav e endorsed enthusias­ 
tically Mr. B rank’s proposal. 
The plan is to set up a bank which 
would obtain its capital funds in two 
way s—sale of its bonds to the g ov ern­ 
ment, and sale of its stock to indiv id- 
aals, thereby assuring , or so it is al- 
eg ed, control cf the bank to indiv id- 
oals rather than to the g ov ernment, 
rhe bank would then aid small busi- 
iess corporations by purchasing their 
■tocks. This is where the mirrors are 
used to work the trick. If the bank 
were to lend money by buy ing the 
torporaUon’i bonds, it could foreclose 


whenev er the interest was defaulted, 
By taking stock instead, the risk of 
g ov ernment control is said to be re« 
mov ed. 
The process of swallowing the small 
business concern would be as fol­ 
lows: 
| 
First, the g ov ernment would sup­ 
ply most of tha bank’s capital, since 
there is nothing in the picture which 
would make the bank’s stock an at­ 
tractiv e inv estment for indiv iduals. 
The bank’s earning s will depend up­ 
on the div idends earned and distrib­ 
uted by the small business concern. 
As the holder of the bank’s bonds, tha 
g ov ernment would hav e first claim to 
such bank income as were receiv ed 
from this source. 
Second, the g ov ernment would 
presently insist on a share in the bank 
manag ement policy because of tha 
need to protect its own-inv estment. 
The larg er the proportion of tha 
bank’s capital that is supplied by g ov ­ 
ernment, the sooner would this re­ 
org anization of the bank manag ement 
be demanded. If, as seems likely , the 
g ov ernment must supply v irtually 
the whole of the capital, then it will 
be outrig ht a g ov ernment-manag ed 
bank. 
Third, g ov ernment control of the 
bank will mean g ov ernment control 
of the concerns whose stocks are 
owned by the bank. This would fol­ 
low in the ordinary course of v oting 
the shares, and the g ov ernment’* 
nominees would appear on the v ari­ 
ous boards of directors. Whether the 
g ov ernment men were in the major­ 
ity or the minority , it would be they 
who determined the business policy . 
Thus the little business man, who 
started out to g et financial aid for his 
business, would wind up in a corner 
of the director’s room, bowing and 
thanking the g ov ernment’s represen­ 
tativ es on the board for letting him 
listen to the discussion. 
There is no need of a g ov ernment 
bank to supply equity capital. That 
is an essential function of the priv at* 
enterprise sy stem. Gov ernment poli­ 
cies hav e destroy ed the incentiv e to 
take the risks inv olv ed, and thus an 
apparent case for g ov ernment action 
has been created. It beg ins to look a* 
if the attack on enterprise, so con­ 
sistently wag ed ov er the past si* 
y ears, had been part of the carefully 
planned campaig n, in which the pro. 
posed bank is a strateg ic part, rather 
than a product of ov er zealous bun* 
g ling by well-intentioned but clumsy 
persons whose heart* were, after al£ 
in the rig ht place.

I t is no t his bo dy that is 
respo nsible fo r the wro ng actio n. 
His mind, his thinking is w hat is 
wro ng, 
and 
beating 
the 
bo dy 
| drives the mind ano ther po int to 
the wro ng side. 
A weak-minded child burst in­ 
to shrieks and jumped up and 
do wn in ecstasy a t sight o f a 
playmate. 
It was no t co rrect be­ 
havio r, but recember the child’s 
mind was no t co rrect in the first 
place. 
His guardian fo r the mo ­ 
m ent caught him ro ughly by the 
arm , 
gave 
him 
a 
few 
sharp 
spanks, set him do wn hard o n a 
chair and said, “Sto p that no ise 
o r I'll slap yo ur mo uth.” 
The child lo o ked bewildered, as 
well he might. 
He did no t kno w 
• 


why he was treated th at way. 
As far as he knew his behavio r 
was perfect. He was heartbro ken 
but in no way helped to o ver­ 
co me his difficulty. 
This is what happens to no rmal 
children o ftener than no t. 
They 
think wro ngly and o f co urse the 
actio n that expresses the tho ught 
is wro ng. 
Slapping the child, us­ 
ing him ro ughly 
and 
speaking 
harshly will no t reach the seat o f 
tro uble and, therefo re, will no t 
co rrect it. 
Few no rmal children 
intend to do wro ng. If they knew 
better, th a t is, if their thinking 
was better, they wo uld do better. 
W hat is o ne to do when a child 
is diso rderly, diso bedient, ill-be­ 
haved in general if o ne is no t to 
beat him? 
The peo ple who ask 
th a t usually ask it in defensive, 
injured, sco rnful to nes. 
“W hat 
wo uld yo u do ?” they ask and the 
implicatio n is that yo u wo uldn’t 
and co uldn’t do much better. 
Well, we can and we do . 
Fo r 
many years I have wo rked with 
teachers and children in a dis­ 
trict in a big city where the co n­ 
ditio ns are against go o d health 
and go o d behavio r in children. 
We have had so me ill-behaved 
o nes, but we managed to find 
ways o f winning them to right 
thinking and that witho ut a slap. 
Slapping wo uld be fatal where 
these bo ys and girls are co ncern­ 
ed. 
It is bad where any child is 
co ncerned. 
Children want to be as fine as 
peo ple w ant them to be, 
and 
finer. They have ideals and stand­ 
ards, and they try to live up to 
them. 
They are no t to blame if 
the pattern o f behavio r they se­ 
lect is a bad o ne. 
Many times 
so ciety has applauded and regarded 
so me o f these patterns, and chil­ 
dren canno t be expected to do 
better than their elders at the 
stage o f gro wth they have reach­ 
ed. 
Watch what go es o n. 
Listen, 
Whenever yo u see so mething go ­ 


ing wro ng try to head it o ff. 
If 
yo u canno t do that then remo ve 
the child as far as po ssible fro m 
harm ’s way and give him so me­ 
thing to do that will abso rb him 
fo r the time being. 
In that way 
yo u may change his way o f think­ 
ing. 
I can understand ho w a tired 
mo ther lo ses patience and co ntro l 
and 
slaps 
a tro ubleso me child. 
But no t the teacher. 
A teacher 
is pro fessio nally trained and such 
a mistake wo uld be unthinkable 
in o ur pro fessio n.
